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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 66-130 are pending. 

Response to Amendment 

2. Applicant's amendment filed on 08/25/03 in response to the previous Office 
Action (Paper No. 14) is acknowledged. Rejections of claims 66-130 under 35 U.S.C. § 
1 1 2, first and second paragraph (Paper No. 14, paragraphs 4-6) have been obviated. 

Claim Rejections -35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly, 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 80, 109-1 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention: 

a. In claim 80 (page 10, 8 th species), the nomenclature "5-fluoro-«v -dimethyl" 
is defective. Correction is required. 

b. In claim 109-1 12, the phrase'^ mediated-... ."is not clear. What is it? Is it 
a v p 5 integrin? If so, it should read as "a v /? 5 integrin mediated-.." 
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Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL See MPEP 
§ 706.07(a). Applicant is reminded of the extension of time policy as set forth in 37
